BOHDEAUX, Sept. 22.—JIadame Paul, head of the French women's 


ambulance corps, lias sent a report to the government from Etainne, in 
the department of Meuse, in which she described the hombardmeut of a 
hospital at that place by the Germans on Aug. 24. 


The lirst shot in the German artillery, Madame Paul declares, brought 


down the Red Cross ilng on the roof of the building and a fragment of this 
.•.lime shell shattered a basin at the side of n table upon which Dr. Proust 
<if Paris was operating on a serious case. The doctor then moved into a 
room in iinother wing of the building in which there were five wounded 
soldiers of Germany. Shells begun to fall faster and finally this section 
i>f the building had to be abandoned. The wounded were moved to Verdun, 
12 miles away.

One enormous bull, enraged by the sound of the 
cannon tire, broke away and charged the Germans, who looked on in 
stupefaction, believing it was some trick of the French.

flash he killed six, throwing them high in the air.

the animal, which, however, gored-a dozen more before succumbing.

Become United States Citizens 


In reply to many inquiries relative to the proper legal steps 


to secure naturalization papers The Sun presents the- following 
rules which should he studied by all applicants tor citizenship. 


"Any alieu who has reached the age 


of 18 may declare his intention of bo- 
coming a citizen. Tho first papers must 
bo at least two years before they may 
bo used for applying for second papers. 


"First papers taken 'out under tho 


old law are good no matter how old 
they are. First papers taken out since 
Sept. 29, T90G, become goort after seven 
years. If an alien shows his first pa- 
pers, taken out under tho present Jaw, 
to become more than seven years 
old. 


he must take out new first papers and 
wait another two years. 
"In order to be eligible to filo his pe- 


tition for citizenship an alien 
must 


comply with 
tho following require- 


ments: 
"I. 
He must bo 21 years of ago. 


"2. 
Ho must be in 
tho 
United 


States continuously for tho last passed 
five years. 
"S. 
Ho must hftvo resided In Mas- 
caehuseHs for one year last passed. 


"4 His first papers must bo out at 


least two years, and if taken out un- 
dor tho present law not moro than 
seven years. 
"5. Ho must appear before the clerk 


of tho court with two witnesses who 
must bo citizens and who must have 
known him personally as a resident of 
the United States for five years and of 
Massachusetts for ono year. 


"Tho foe for tho filing of first pa- 


pers Is SI: for second $4. 
"Any alien who landed in tho Uni- 


ted States on or after Juno 29, 1906. 
must proceed as follows beforo filing 
his petition. 
"After ho has been in tho United 


States five years and had his first pa- 
pers out tu-o years, he .should apply 
to tho dork of tho court, who will 
furnish him with a blank which ho 
must fill out and send to Washington, 
together with his first paper. 
This 
paper IK known as a request lor a rpr- 
tillcato of landing, which must bellied 
with the rlork of courts before tho 
petition may ho filed. Tho otlicinls at 
"Washington notify tho petitioner 
this certificate is forwarded to 
clerk, and ho may then go with 
witnesses and proreftd an above. 


"Tho petition must he filed at least 
days before tho court may hear 


which will probably bo given him or- 
ally, preliminary to the hearing beforo 
tho court. 


"An unmarried woman may become 
a citizen by proceeding just as a man 
would. 
No married woman may bo 


naturalized. 
"All children, under 21 become citi- 


zens when their father is made a citi- 
zen.

"Any alien who has served in the 


United States army and has on hon- 
orable discharge may file his petition 
without having taken out his first pa- 
pers. 


"Any alien who has served one en- 


listment in the navy or who has sorvcd 
five years in tho marine corps may do 
tho samo. 


"If a man files his first papers and 


then dies beforo ho takes out Ills sec- 
onds, those of his children who were 


under 21 yours when ho filed his Hrnt 
papcrn ma,y procoeo on those ;>apora 
without declaring tholr intention."

at home or abroad, and who are quite 
capable of managing or working in 
remount camps.

Of course there are many oi 


,hem who have volunteered their services iq ihe recent wars iu Greece and they are exempt from further 
service. 


It is figured that there are about 800 young men in (his city who nre to join the Greek array, and 


they nre given tiro months to comply vitli the decree. Another important decree was recently issued by tho 
king hy which all residents nnd former residents of Macedonia, which was formerly a part of Turkey, nre 
requested to declare themselves cither Greek or Turkish subjects. In this case the Macedonians nre requested 
to report to their consul or an offlcinrappoinied for (his purpose, and declare themselves.
